1 pointed out that in hls office there had been a drop of 4% In 
convictione, 29% in fugitives iocated, and 13% in automobiles recovered 
in the first two months of the fiscal year . 1 stated this was a serioue 
situation and he should give his personal attentlon to correcting the same. 

I commended Mr. Grapp upon the fact that the agents in the 
Miami Qffiée in August spent 11. 3% of thelr time in the office, which was 
a drop from the prevlous month and was a healthy trend. 


I stressed td Mr. Grapp the necessity for detreloping quality 
informants in aii three areas of domestic inteüigence, criminal Intelligence, 
and civii rights.

Office. 

SAC Grapp entered on duty 11/4/46, is in Grade GS-17, $19,000, 45 years 
old, married with four children, has a Bachelor of Laws Degree, and was born in 
Aberdeen, South Dakota. Grapp first commenced serving as an SAC in Richmond on 
2/23/56. He subsequently served as SAC in the Buffalo and Oklahoma City Offices and 
has been assigned to Miami since 4/7/61. While serving as SAC in Miami he has been 
censured on three occasions, the latest on 1/25/63, and commended on 11 occasions, the 
latest on 2/3/64. He also has received two cash awards during this period, the latest 
of these on 4/19/63, in recognition of the Outstanding performance rating received by 
him on 3/31/63. He was last seen by the Director on 9/24/63 and the Director commented| 
Grapp made a substantial personal appearance. The Miami Office was last inspected in 
November, 1963, and receivëd the following ratings: Physical Condition and Maintenance, 
Investigative Operations, Administrative Operations, and Personnel Matters - all Very 
Good; Contacts - Excellent.

The Assistant Director of the Administrative Division of the FBI shall receive all contributions and account for same to the 
Director. Upon the death of any Special Agent who is a member of said fund the appointed committee will consider the case 
and submit a recommendation to the Director as to its conclusions. Appropriate instructions will then be issued to the Assist- 
ant DiTector of the Administrative Division, directing him to pay to the designated beneficiary the sum of $10,000. The liability 
of the fund shall not under any circumstances exceed the amount of monies in the fund at the time any liability shall occur.

' Grapp of the Miami Office, who was undér orders of transfer to Los Angeles 
as Special Agent in Charge to replace Mr. William G. Simon, who is retiring.

I pointed out to him that while at Miami hè had had 152 Agents and

I called Mr. Grapp’s attention tö the fact that I was quite concerned 
about the office delinquency in Los Angeles in that âs of the close of December 
there wastadelinquency of 14. 5% and there were approximately two dozen classes 
of cases in which the delinquency exceeded 7%. I stated that prompt steps ,, 
shouid be taken to correct this condition. 

1 stated I noted the Agents in the Los Angeles Office were closing 
11. 9 cases per Agent in January, 1964, and I believed that this was low and 
that he should make efforts tö increase the production per Agént, 

1 commented fâvorabiy upon the fact that the Los Angeles Cffice had 
increased accomplishments in the four major items during the f irst seven months 
of the current fiscal year when compared with â similar period of the previous 
fiscal year. 


I stated I noticed the Agents in the Los Angeles Office had spent

He has been commended on seven occasions since that date, 
the latest on 2/3/64. He was rated Outstanding in his annual performance rating dated

On 5/25/65, the Administrative Division forwardëd 
a typewritten envelope, postmarked Miami, Plorida, 5/24/65, 
a typewritten letter bearing the handwritten signatnre 'Mohn” 
and a newspaper clipping from The Miami Herald, dated Friday, 
May 21, 1965, to the Laboratory for examination. The letter 
makes dero^atory allegations about Special iigent in Charge 
Wesley G./G^app, of the Los Angeles Office. 

The submitted items were treated for the development 
of latent fingerprints. No latent fingerprints of value 
were developed . 

The questioned items were compared with the 
material in the Anonymous Letter Pile without effecting 
an identification. As requested, comparison was made with 
the matèrial in the personnel file of former Special Agent 
William W. Turner, (Bufxle 67~45829). The questioned 
typewriting is dif f erent f rom the typewriting in the 
personnel file of Turner. The signature 'Mohn" on the 
let.ter is too distortëd and the hand printed notation 
"Personal” on the envelope is too limited to perrait 
adequate comparison with the writing of Turner.

The second paragraph contains personally degrading 
and harsh statements concerning me, all of which are outright lies. 
These matters have for the most part been touched upon during 
the Turner matter . Each such allegation hy Turner and his 
followers wa.s refuted on the record hy sworn testimony, affidavits 
or competent witnesses under oath. By the very method employed 
hy this alleged ex-Agent he has shown treachery, a lack of 
forthrightness and violated the rules of common decency. The 
writer waited until I had left the Miami area, waited until I 
had been gone for over a year, waited until I was 3,000 miles 
axvay and then in a cowardly and underhanded manner wrote this 
dastardly tripe refusing to identify himself so there would he 
a minimum possibility of his heing questioned as to the truth- 
fulness and accuracy of his diaholical statements.

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After the latent fingerprint examination of the anonymous letter developed 
no latent prints of value and the Laboratory examination of it indicated that it had been 
typed on Government stationery on a typewriter having type corresponding to the 
standard for Underwood pica, the SAC, Miami was instructed to submit typing specimens 
from the several Underwood typewriters in that division with pica type and to conduct 
other appropriate inquiry to identify the anonymous correspondent. The SAC, Miami 
| forwarded to the Laboratory typed specimens from the Underwood pica typewriters 
in that division for comparison with the anonymous letter and also suggested c^mparison 
with any specime ns of typewriting in the personnel files of retired SAs S. Bye^Reeder, 
'and other Agents who retired from the Miami Division during the past 


year. Examination has been made of the personnel files of the former Agents suggested 
by SAC Grapp and by the SAC, Miami and the file of former SA William W^iLurner 
without effecting an identification. Also, the anonymous typing differs fronrthe 
specimens obtained from the Miami typewriters. The SAC, Miami reports that SA Antle 
is unable to throw any light on the possible identity of the anonymous writer,the SA'G-has 
äscu^édthe anonymous letter with his supervisory staff and has developed no other 
information pointing to his identity. The SAC, Miami likewise points out that he is 
\ confident that the allegation SAC Grapp was seeking the Interama job is completely 
|without foundation and unless advised to the contrary, the SAC, Miami will conduct no
